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PASTOR’S REPORT 


. December 31, 1953 


To the Members of the 
First Mennonite Church, Berne, Indiana 


Greetings in the Name of Christ: 


“We beseech you, brethren, and exhort you 
by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have received of 
us how ye ought to walk and to please God, so 
ye would abound more and more. For ye know 
what commandments we gave you by the Lord 
Jesus.” I Thessalonians 4:1-2. 


We praise God for the varied experiences of 
the past year, some of which made us stop short 
and evaluate things. We found the reality of 
God’s word to Paul when He said, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my strength is made 
perfect in weakness.” II Corinthians 12:9. 

Some of the activities of the pastor have de- 
creased. For example, the number of sermons 
delivered was the lowest since the first year of 
my ordination nineteen years ago; however, 
more attention was given to the ones delivered. 
Again a rather large number of young people 
sought counsel in regard to: Christian service. 
The pastor conducted commissioning services 
for two of our missionaries, Miss Vernelle Yo- 
der as a teacher for Colombia and Laverne 
Steiner as minister in Oklahoma. 
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In the course of my Conference church work, 
I have driven about 28,000 miles visiting and 
speaking at four District Conferences and pre- 
siding at the General Conference sessions at 
Portland, Oregon. My wife and I were leaders 
at the California Family Retreat. As chairman 
of the Middle District Home Missions Commit- 
tee, it was my responsibility to speak at the 
cornerstone laying of the Lima church. 


One of the unique things about the year was 
that we have not had a funeral in our church 
for over six months and this gives us reason to 
praise God. Nineteen persons from our church 
took an extension course in Mennonite History 
taught by Dr. Delbert Gratz of Bluffton Col- 
lege which proved very profitable. 


Last spring the church constitution was re- 
vised and adopted. Also a vote was taken on 
whether to build a Sunday school addition. 
There were 696 votes cast, 385 in favor and 311 
against. Since we asked for a two-thirds major- 
ity we concluded that the people did not have 
a mind to build at this time. We are therefore 
faced with another problem which had been 
put off due to the proposed building possibility. 
Since this has now been postponed, we must 
see that our present building, which is badly 
in need of renovation, be put in order and pre- 
served. 


It was encouraging to have 109 tithing slips 
returned, indicating that we have 64 married 
couples and 43 single persons who have been 
tithing for one or more years. Two others made 
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the decision to tithe. We trust that more will 
join the group and render to God what He de- 
serves, because there is great need both for 
Conference and local church support. 


The household treasurer informs me that 
two years ago he had a balance of about $5,000 
but that this is being depleted at a rate, 
which, if it continues, will mean that in the 
coming year we will go into the red. In fact, 
he had to operate on borrowed funds a great 
part of this year. Would it be well for the Ad- 
visory Council to draw up a budget of the run- 
ning expenses and act as a finance committee 
to study ways of stimulating the members in 
paying their proper dues? 


The assistant pastor, Brother John F. Sprung- 
er, has been doing good work and has made 
a real contribution to several areas of our 
church program, as you will see from his re- 
port. We feel confident that his worth will in- 
crease and we appreciate his help. 


In conclusion, we thank you for your prayer 
support, for the many favors you have shown 
and for your patience where we have had 
shortcomings. It is our desire to be used of 
God in doing His will so that in the new year 
many will come to respect and love Christ 
and the words which He has spoken. Jesus our 
Lord and Saviour said in John 12:48: “He that 
rejecteth me, and receiveth not my words, 
hath one that judgeth him: the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the last 
day.” By God’s grace and with His help we 
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expect to continue to preach Christ Jesus and 
His life-giving words and we hope that none 
under the sound of the preaching will come 
into the condemnation mentioned above.

ASSISTANT PASTOR’S REPORT 


The year of 1953 has brought a multitude of 
blessings into the lives of the assistant pastor 
and his wife. They wish to thank Almighty 
God for His grace and tender mercies toward 
them. Truly they can join the Lazy Mountain 
Children’s Home in their motto taken from 
Psalm 126:3: “The Lord hath done great things 
for us; whereof we are glad.” 


In reporting the activities of 1953 the assist- 
ant pastor again must bow his head in mis- 
giving for the inadequacy of his efforts. He 
believes, however, that there has been growth 
from the year before and that his fellowship 
with Christ has increased. There has been an 
experiencing of greater dependence upon Christ. 
In this regard, perhaps the greatest lesson of the 
year came through the teaching of Theodore 
Epp. The assistant pastor was made to realize 
more fully that God’s prime concern in our be- 
half is what we are and not for the excited 
activeness of what we do; however, in the same 
breath let us not forget that if we are “in 
Christ” then we will do His will. But our chief 
aim should be—being one with Him. 
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The days and weeks of the past year have 
been filled with praying, preaching, studying, 
counselling, witnessing, visiting, and young 
people’s activities. In preaching he was away 
from the congregation for two series of evan- 
gelistic meetings—one in Pennsylvania and the 
other in South Dakota. Here at home he has 
been given many opportunities to preach, fol- 
lowing a loosely alternating schedule with the 
pastor. He feels very fortunate to be under such 
an arrangement. 


An attempt was made to start a visitation 
program of all the homes in the congregation. 
This plan worked well the first months after 
its inception; however, it has been going slow 
the last several months. The town visitation 
has proven especially difficult in that during 
the afternoons many of the family members 
have been gone and the evenings have been 
taken up with meetings or committees. The 
aim of visiting the shut-ins once a month and 
the seriously ill once a week has not been ful- 
filled. It is hoped that the Shut-in Program 
each week has served as a substitute for a 
direct visit some of the time. It certainly has 
been a privilege to prepare these programs 
and to fellowship and pray with the brethren 
in this manner. 


In the area of young people’s work a number 
of changes and added activities have been 
initiated. The Young People’s Intermediate So- 
ciety is now divided into three areas, Faith and 
Life, Service, and Fellowship. This was started 
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following the Fellowship Week End held in 
February. Since then we have tried to have a 
fellowship evening once a month and a total 
of three services once every two months in the 
Berne Nursing Home and the Wells and Adams 
County Home. 


It is difficult to evaluate the amount of pray- 
ing, studying, witnessing, soul-winning, and 
_ counselling done. May it suffice to say that to 
| God is all the praise for that accomplished and 
| there is still room for great growth in these 
| things. 


| In closing, the assistant pastor wishes to 
| thank the congregation for their prayers. May 
_ the congregation and the leaders find 1954 to 
| be a year of progress toward the “mark of the 
| high calling in Christ Jesus.”
